Our First Locomotive» , 
T he first locomotives in the United 
Ftates were brought over from E n g ­ 
land by Horatio Alien of Now York 
in the fall of 1N29 or the spring of 
1830, and one of them was set up on 
the Dela w are and Hudson railroad at 
Carbondale, l‘a„ but, being found too 
heavy for the track, its use was a ba n ­ 
doned. 
T he first locomotive construct­ 
ed in this country was built by the 
West Point foundry at New York in 
1830 for the South Carolina railroad 
and named the Phoenix . 
A second en ­ 
gine was built the sam e year by the 
sam e establishment and for the same 
road and named the West Point. 
In 
the spring of 1NU a third engine was 
built bv the sam e establishment for 
the .Mohawk & Hudson railroad from 
Albany to Schenectady and called the 
IH* Witt Clinton. 
This was the first 
locomotive run in the state of New 
York. 
The first Stephenson locomotive 
over imported into this country was 
the Robert Fulton. 
This engine was 
brought out in the sum m er of isfil for 
the Moha wk A Hudson railroad.

the John Bull.
